Leaders and Operators Believe 
Workers Will Return to Mines 
. After Labor Day. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Sept. 3.—Anthracite 
mine workers thrqugh their union of- 
‘ficers today appealed to President Wil- 
gon to reopen’ the wage contract signed 
jy the miners and operators yesterday 
for -remed¥ing the ‘' inequalities’’ of 
the’ award “recently approved by. the 


President. 

‘The inequalities of. the awgrd, " the 
appeal 0 thé) President stated, “are 
80 apparent that voluntary uprisings 


“have taken place im opposition and pro- 
test in all of the mining ‘districts de- 
spite every effort. that “has been put 
forth by the officers of the United Mine

One hundred thousand miners are 
stated to have stopped work. 

The miners virtually ask that .the 
wages of the men be" placéd on about 
the same basis as those in the bitumi- 
fous fields.

BATTLESHIP TAKES TAKES S-5 IN Tow. 


The Ohio Is On Its Way to Delaware 
Bre. skwater. With Rescued Men. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—The bat- 
tleship Olifo with the. crew of the 8-5 
and with thé submarine in tow is pro- 
ceeding to the Del@ware Breakwater. A 
message issued this afternoon by the 
Navy says: 

“ All persons who were on the sub- 
marine S-5 have been saved.. They are 

now on board the battleship Ohio. .The 
submarife is now in latitude 38.30, 
longitude 74.02. This places her position 
approximately seventy-five miles south- 
ward from the entrance tothe Delaware 
Bay. The Ohio has not yet started to 
tow the submarine, but\she is preparing 
to proceed ‘{mmediately with the sub- 
fuarine in tow for the harbor‘ at the 
Delaware Breakwater." 

How the crew of the S-5, working in 
total darkness, bored a five-inch hole 
through the doubie hull of the sub- 
‘marine and stuck through it.a distr 
signal that brought thé steamship Alan. 
thu’ to its rescue was brought to Phila- 
delphia tonight by Commander H.. D. 
Cook, commanding officer of the De- 
stroyer Billingsby, which was among the 
tirst boats to reach the scene. 

Commander Cook, who is not to be 
confused with Commander C. M. Cooke, 
commanding officer of the 8-5, was 
bringing the Billingsby to League Island 
after a practice cruise off Newport, R. I. 

Captain. Johnson of the Alanthus told 
Comniander Cook he was heading north 
about 54 miles southeast of H pen 
Light when he saw an. object sticking 
up out of the water. The Captain 
thought it looked like the stern of a 
submarine and headed his vessel in to- 
ward it. When he came within hailing’ 
distance, he could see that it actually 
was a submarine. 

When the Captain neared the hull, he

His Creditors May Recéive 30 Cents 
on the Dollar...

BOSTON, Sept. 3.—Judging from yes- 
terday’s report of the Federal auditor, 
Mr. Pride, and the figures tabulated by 
State authorities, investors in Charlies 
Ponzi's scheme will receive no more 
than 30 cents on the dollar. The total 
of Ponzi’s unpaid notes reported to At- 
torney General Allen reached $5,208,- 
661.54 today, including the 50 per cent. 
profit promised. The total of individ: 
uals who have filed unpaid notes is 
12,750. 

Ponzi, according to the estimiate by 
the auditor, took in $9,814,884.70 in ac- 
tual cash. On matured notes and in the 
‘“run’’ he paid out $7,824,650.77. The 
difference between these two figurés is 
$1,990,325.53, which would be sufficient 
to pay about 50 cents on the dollar of 
the investments recorded at the State 


House.
